THE OLYMPIC GAMES 


——LXb2—I 
BARON VON GOSSLER ON THE 
GREAT STADIUM 


The great Stadium. which has been. con- 
structed for the “Berlin Olympic Games was 
described by Baron von ler, of the 
London Agency of the German State Rail- 
ways, in a speech at the Shelbourne Hall, 
Dublin, on Saturday last. Baron Yon 
Gossler visited Dublin as the guest of the 
Educational Tours Association, under whose 
auspices the lecture was held. There was a 
large attendance. 

Speaking of the Games themselves, Baron 
von Gossler said that one of their Gut- 
standing features would be the concentratian 
of national teams in the specially-built 
Olympic villages. Each nation .will 
accommodated in separate buildings, and 
provision would be made for the preparation 
of the special diets which the athletes 
engaged ip the Games might e. 

After giving a detailed d of the 
construction of the Stadium, he said it 
would be the most modernly equipped + 
grounds in the world. There would be 


ket | accommodation for nearly a quarter of a 


million people, and all the outdoor games 
in which Irishmen hitherto had figured. very 
prominently would be conducted there.

The sports in Germany, he said, 
were now under State direction, and, as a 
result, the whole country had become much 
more interested in sport than ever before.

IRELAND 


DENUNCIATION BY 
“JESUIT 


———£— 


The deplorable frequency of a pi in 
the law courts of the whole world, and 
the position of Ireland in that respect, 
were commented upon by the Rev, P. J, 
Gannon, 8.J., in his final Lenten lecture op 
the text: ‘‘Thou shalt not bear false wit- 
ness against thy neighbour” (Exodus 
xx 16), which he delivered in the Saint 
Francis Xavier Church, Gardiner street, 
esterday. 

: In saonta he said, oe had ponies + 
as well as falsehood, and there was litt 

need to remind anyone that it was deplorably 
frequent in the law courts of the whole 
wide world. In their own country judges 
and lawyers ‘had again and again com: 
mented on the unblushing effrontery with 
which men and women entered the witness 
box, called God to witness that they would 
tell the truth, and then proceeded to defeat 
the efforts of the ablest lawyers to extract 
any truth at all. So great had been the 
abuse in certain places that perjury had 
been made a reserved sin et it was 
dificult to awaken the public conscience to 
the enormity of it. It was a lie, a 
blasphemy, and a sin against legal justice. 
The man who perjured himself, sinned 
against his duty as a citizen, impeded the 
administration of law, upon which depended 
the peace and progress of the State, was 
unpatriotic, promoted anarchy and crime, 
and created an impunity for the rogue, the 
cheat, the highwayman and the murderer. 


THE FEAR OF DEATH 


é And we have before our eyes in Ire- 
land glaring proof, North and South, of 
how impunity can foster crime. This 1s, 
indeed, the one valid argument for the 
death sentence. There are man-destroying 
tigers in human form, who seem only 
amenable to the fear of death, If this 
sanction becomes inoperative such men will 
seize on any pretext, even religion, to per- 
petrate atrocities that would be incredible if 
they were not too manifestly real. Yet, they 
can ‘often procure perjured althis, escape the 
scaffold, roam the land in freedgm, and plot 
more murders. If this goes on long enough 
civilised government breaks down, and all 
citizens hold their lives onder the tenure of 
criminals’ caprice. Terrorism pervades the 
whole atmosphere. and the very sanction 
that should guard life ix turned against 
society to put the life of every man at the 
mercy of gangsterdom. It is happening under 
our own eyes in our own conntry. And the 
reprobation of the majority of decent citizens 
does not affect the assassins at all. Thev 
know that they can rely upon the lurking 
sympathies or play upon the fears of a cer- 
tain section of the population to defeat the 
laws. Knowing this, and being utterly de- 
void of conscience, they seemed to glory i» 
making each succeeding murder mere spec- 
tacularly monstrous than those that have 
gone before. They themselves are beyond 
the reach of any appeal. But what ahont 
their abettors, who either Know their gal 
and keep silent, or, still worse, go up tito 
the witness box and swear a false alibi? 
They make themselves participators in the 
campaign of! crime. ' 


DIVORCE 


Father Gannon said that in countries where 
divorce was legalised it was notorious and 
avowed that perjury reigned supreme. —Fóor- 
tunately, this country escaped that fertile 
source of perjury, but in litigation about land, 
debt, family feuds, etc., with what unbluash- 
ing effrontery sworn witnesses would lie. 
They might. win their cases in the courts of 
men, but the judgments of Divine Justice 
when they fell were final, irrevocabe and 
eternal. 

The oratéry that appealed to the blood in 
men’s veins was one of the world’s major 
plagues to-day. It shouted at the people with 
epileptic frenzy from the hustings, in slogans, 
shibboleths. catch-cries, war-cries, it revelled 
in half-truths and ncisy falsettos and sought to 
hypnotise by sheer andacity of assertion and 
profession, as certam advertisements hyp- 
notised the ladies with promises of more or 
less fat, more or less hair, or more or less 
colour, at 7s. 6d. per box. Why, they would 
offer to bring back dead friends in astral 
bodies at 2s. 6d. per seance ! : 

“ Our age might be called the age of bally- 
hoo.”” 

If lymg were sufficiently banned, war itself 
would disappear. They might have disarma- 
ment all round if half the military estimates 
of the nations were spent on correcting error, 
of which the chief creative agent was false- 
hood. A world Press, for example, entirely 
hent on telling the truth, the whole truth, and 
nothin? but the truth, might make the League 
of Nations unnecessary ; and if, at Geneva, all 
the various representatives were speakmg truth 
and seeking it, instead of trying to bluff and 
hluster and out-lie their rivals, that institu- 
tion would very likely function.

World’s Greatest Distributor 


The Co-operative Wholesale Society is 
now the greatest wholesale distributive 
organisation in the world, its sales for 
last year having reached the colossal total 
of 95 million pounds. The sales of goods 
made in its own works amounted to over 
55 million pounds, and the capita] at its 
disposal is almost equal to its sales. 
Nearly 50,000 people aré-employed, and 
about six and a quarter million pounds 
paid in wages. This immense trading 
institution is owned and controlled by 
about seven million members of local co- 
operative societies scattered throughout 
England and Ireland; and it has its own 
tea plantations, together with “other 
businesses in many parts of the world. 
Most of the members of co-operative 
societies are manual workers, and the 
majority of the directors who manage the 
immense business of the C.W.S. are 
recruited from these members. It is wrong 
to refer to the C.W.S. as “ British”: it 
is definitely English, and it has

Their duty, some will sav is to compete 
on the Continent, but that may mean that 
their rivals run away with the chief laurels 
in the Leinster ‘ 200°! 

“The position is most unsatisfactory. 
Surely the calendar can be drawn up in 
such a way as to obviate clashes of this 
nature ?’’

Up to this 
year, when the complication of the Swiss 
competition puts the question in a new 
light, it was wondered by many if inter- 
national status really mattered “two 
hoots” to the '“ Two Hundred.” Last 
years race—the first for many seasons 
not to be international—had the most 
international entry in the history of the 
event! What is one to make of that? 

Probably if the Leinster Club gets in 
touch with the Swiss it will be posisble to 
avoid a clash “in 1937. The Swiss can 
scarcely be so unreasonable as those nasty 
Italians, who did their best to complicate 
the Irish Motor Racing Club’s pro- 
gramme. 


Changed Conditions 


HE Leinster race this year will be in 
three classes, each really a separate 
event. The light-weights (250 c.c.) will 
cover 31 laps, the juniors (-.-0 c.c.) 52 laps, 
and the seniors (500 c.c.) 34 laps of the 
Tallaght course, to which the race has been 
transferred from Skerries. 
The distances for the classes will, accord- 
ing to my calculations, be respectively 
183 5-12th miles, 1891-3rd miles, and 


| 201 1-6th miles. A handicap will be spread 


over the entire entry. 

In previous years the Leinster race has 
been entirely a handicap, with, however, 
special prizes for those making fastest 
speeds in their classes. The riders started 
according to their handicap marks, and 
the first man home won the race. This 
year there will, presumably, be a massed 
start, and the first men home in each class 
will be the winners of those classes, but 
there will be no such thing as the winner 
of the Leinster “Two Hundred.” There 
will be three class winners and a handicap 
winner.

A New Racer 


HE place in car sport for which the 

R-type Midget seemed to be the 

answer to the driver’s prayer, has been 
abandoned to the new Austin. 

“Hope deferred maketh the heart 
sick,” as the Good Book says; and we 
have been waiting over a year for this 
Austin racer. But it is here at last, and 
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if it is as good as it should be after all 
the care that has been put into its produc- 
tion, we may have a little racer of which 
England may be proud. 

It has been produced with a knowledge 
of what the R-type could do, and for that 
reason it should be faster. The Midget, 
incidentally, lapped the Phoenix Park 
course at 89.2 miles per hour. 

The Austin team this year will be C. J. 
P. Dodson (Tourist Trophy), L. P. 
Driscoll (County Down, among other 
visits) and Charles Goodacre (Pheonix 
Park, you may remember). 

I thought Stanley Woods was to have 
been on the team, and maybe he will 
make an appearance in an Austin, in 
Ireland anyway. The racing programme 
of the new car is said to include Pheenix 
Park and no other Irish race. That, 
however, may be changed. I take it that 
plans are rather fluid just now. 


Details of the Car

should be available now. The engine 
develops 116 b.h.p. at 7,500 revs. 

The four-cylinder engine, which has a 
bore and stroke of 23 x 2 9-16” to give a 
cubic capacity of 45.5 cubic inches (or 
744 c.c.), is a remarkable example of com- 
pact layout to allow of efficient stream- 
lining. 

Its crankcase. which is of extremely 
rigid construction, incorporates the water 
jackets, and carries the wet cylinder liners 
which are finned at their upper ends. 

The crankshaft, which is fully counter- 
balanced and is machined from the solid 
forged billet, has roller bearings at front 
and rear and a plain bearing at the 
centre. 

The cylinder head carries the two cam- 
shafts, one for the inlet valves and one 
for the exhaust valves, as well as a super 
charger, which runs at one-and-a-half 
times engine speed and is of Mu:ray 
Jamieson design. 


Lubrication and | ransmission 


A* ingenious feature of the engine is 
the triplelayer oil pump, which 
supplies lubricant at high pressure to the 
crankshaft and big end bearings, and at 
low pressure to the camshafts and super- 
charger, as well as acting as a scavenger 
to return oil from the crankcase to the ov’ 
tanks. 

The transmission of this new racing cal 
is through a single dry-plate clutch and a 
four-speed gear-box with remote manual 
control, to a fully-floating back axle with 
double-reduction bevel-and-spur drive. 

The last-mentioned provision allows of 
a particularly low transmission centre so 
that the offset engine and drive, formerly 
employed with Austin Seven Specials to 
give a low centre of gravity, has been 
rendered unnecessary. 

The frame, with tubular cross-members 
extended to carry the front shock absorbers 
and rear spring brackets, is a fine example 
of the advanced designing technique re- 
sulting from racing experience. 

The large brakes, which are as much as 
124 inches in diameter at the front and 
10 inches diameter at the rear, indicate the 
powerful retarding forces necessary for 
high speed performance on road and track. 


Much in Miniature 
A UNIQUE feature of this wonder car

Taxation Relief

to the sinking fund, although no pro-, 
vision had been made for this in the 
Budget estimate. Was this a device to 
please ' sound finance ” priticiples and 
side-track any demand for taxation 
relief? With such a small surplus now 
available, and the demands of the defence 
forces, Mr. Chamberlain is not likely to 
reduce taxation, and the anticipated 6d. 
reduction im income tax seems to have 
been a fond dream. The Chancellor has 
aimitted that this is not the time for a 
prudent Minister of Finance ‘‘ to occupy 
his tume thinking how he can divest him- 
self of existing sources of revenue.”’ 
Northern taxpayers can, therefore, look 
with little hope to Mr. Chamberlain, who 
levies 889 per cent. of their taxes: The 
Northern Minister of Finance has much 
re iimited powers of taxation. But 
authorities are discovering that he 
many back-stair methods of getting a 
rpius revenue, such as education levies, 
valuation, reduced de-ratin@ grante and 
raids on road funds, not to mention larger 
ntributions from the British Exchequer 
under the Unemployment Re-insurance 
Agreement.. Yet, notwithstanding these 
“ expedients,’’ it is understood that the 
cuts in the teachers’ salaries are not to 
be restored; although restored in Great 
Britain, and Lord Craigavon informed a 
deputation of motorists that the horse- 
power tax must remain at 17s. 6d. instead 
of being reduced to the British level 
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One would have thought that now, as | 
the Prime Minister has stated, Northern 
Ireland is a ‘‘ full partner with Great 
Britain,” by paying nearly £500,000 more 
In income tax under the property re- 
valuation and a couple of hundred thou- 
sand in education levy, it would get 
‘ equality ” in the partnership, so far as 
the teachers and. motorists are concerned. 
But apparently the full partnership only 
refers to “ paying,’’ not “ getting.” This, 
after all. has been the chief character- 
istic of the financial scheme of the 
Northern Ireland Act, so it is neither new 
nor surprising. Perhaps, however, when 
the Government realises that it gained an 
increase of £48,312 in revenue by reduring 
the motor duty to 17s. 6d. they will think 
again. They might gain a lot more 
revenue if they brought it down to 15s. 


State Finance 


The “growing public interest in the 
finances of Northern Ireland’ and the 
interlocking financial arrangement with 
Great Britain is one good result of the 
transfer of burdens from the State Exche- 
quer to the ratepayers. Those who will 
now have to pay more in property tax 
under the new revaluations and im rates 
from the same cause, together with the 
education levy, are beginning to inquire 
if there is no way by which these things 
an be avoided. The feeling is growing 

at the financial basis on which Northern 

and is founded is not a sound one, and 

t the people are being called upon to 
icets demands which were never contem- 
plated when the Northern Parliament was 
established, If many had realised what 
would eventually be involved in the one- 
sided financial arrangement of the

meet deficits when there is no surplus, 
the Northern Parliament would not have 
been accepted. Instead Northern Ireland 
would have claimed to remain directly 
under the Parliament at Westminster. 
This is the point of view which the 
Government, and particularly the Ministry 
of Finance, should endeavour to meet. 
Just as the Minister of Labour, with the 
co-operation, of courge, of the Prime 
Minister and other members of the 
Government, has been able to achieve 
unity with Great Britain upon 
Unemployment Fund, the Minister of 
Finance should endeavour to achieve unity 
in regard to the reserved revenue. if

Several members 
of the Opposition, who as Labour repre- 
sentatives have had bitter experience 
under the first Insurance Acts of the hard- 
ship inflicted by imperfect descriptions of 
insurable occupations, were anxious that 
there should be little ambiguity in the 
new bill. They pressed the Minister of 
Labour to declare if a person engaged in a 
demesne, either as a gardener or an estate 
worker, trimming hedges, footpaths, étc., 
would be insurable under the new Act, and 
urged that all engaged on the land, as well 
as those actually working as farm 
labourers on farms, should be included. 

The Minister of Labour, who is always 
anxious to stretch the point in favour of 
the worker, had to admit he could not give 
at present an exact definition. Gardeners 
engaged in private gardens and jobbing 
gardeners are included as the bill stands, 
but if they are included in the British 
bill—and the matter is presently under 
consideration—they will, by Order in 
Council, come under the Northern bill. The 
same wil] apply to estate workers. The 
Minister of Labour hinted that gardeners 
might be included for insurance purposes. 
A farmer will not be able to employ his 
son as a labourer, or other near relative 
or adopted child, but there appears to be 
nothing to prevent him employing a neigh- 
bour’s son, and his own son getting 
employment with a neighbouring farmer. 

The bill, however, is going to prove a 
boon to agricultural and land workers, 
even though the scale of benefits is below 
that for industrial workers. It should 
tend to prevent the drift from the land to 
the towns.

| BELFAST, Ayre, 
HES the scheme ‘to lower the level 
W of” Lough Neagh and the River 
Bann is completed in two years’ 

time, it is expected that it will have a 
beneficial influence upon the climate of Bel- 
fast. For years the periodical flooding of 
the area surrounding Lough Neagh was not 
only a source of loss to the farmers of the 
five counties which adjoin the largest lake 
in Great Britain or Ireland, but the damp 
uess of the soil of a great portion of Northern 
Ireland dne to this flooding, is believed to 
have had a detrimental effect upon the 
climate of Belfast and to be the cause of 
mueh winter fog and mist over a wide area. 

The Northern Government, with the co- 
operation of the counties adjoining the lake, 
entered upon a scheme, with the object of 
lowering the level of the River Bann at several 
points on its way to the sea at Coleraine, 
to enable the surface of Lough Neagh to be 
lowered at any time when heavy rains are 
anticipated. .

The Minister for Agriculture has made an 
Order under the wairy Ffroduce (rice 
Stabilisation) Act, 1955, prescribing that the 
rate of levy on non-creamery butter shall be 
threepence per pound on and from the Ist 
Aprit, 1936. ‘ims rate’ will remain in force 
until a further Order is made. 

Persons who were registered last year in 


distributors of non-creamery butter are re- 
minded that registration expired on the dist 
January, 1936. Any such persons who have 
not yet applied for renewal of registration 
for the present season are strongly advised to 
do so at once. 

The Dairy Produce (Price Stabilisation) Act 
also provides that every person who sells non- 
creamery butter of his own manulacture 
(other than butter sold under an exemption 
licence) to persons not registered as distrr- 
butors is obliged to be registered as a pro- 
ducer. Every person who acquires (otherwise 
than from registered persons) butter for re- 
sale or for use in a butter factory is required 
to be registered as a distributor. Persons who 
are required to register and who sell butter 
without being registered render themselves 
liable on summary conviction to a fine not 
exceeding five pounds for a first offence, and 
to a fine not exceeding twenty pounds for a 
second or any subsequent offence, together 
with, in every case, a further fine not exceed- 
mg five pounds for every day during which 
the offence continues.

SERMON IN CHRIST CHURCH 
CATHEDRAL 


Preaching a special sermon on the subject, 
“The Way of the Cross,” at Christ Church 
Cathedral, Dublin, yesterday afternoon, in 
connection with the Church of Ireland Home 
Mission Society, the Rev. John Tobias, B.D., 
said that they entered that day upon Holy 
Week. the most solemn season of the Church's 
year. 

After speaking of the symbolism of the 
Cross, the preacher, in a short reference 
to the world crisis, said that to-day the 
Christian nations of the world were ranged 
against one another in open hostthty. Europe 
was on the edge of a precipice; on the verge 
of being finrled into another world war, 
simply because each nation, intensely jealous 
of. the rights of its own cause, thought of 
itself first and the common good of mankind 
long afterwards. 

The first truly great nation, said the 
preacher, would be the nation which would 
refuse to go to war on any self-interested 
pretext... That was surely the way of the 
Cross, and unless Jesus Christ was a mockery 
and a sham therein lay the only hope for the 
world to-day. There was little use in con- 
tinning to call themselves Christian nations 
if they never made the slightest attempt to 
follow Him.

The ltalian Advance 


We have warned our readers more than 
once that no news from Abyssinia can be 
accepted as unreserved truth. They would 
do well, therefore, to discount some of the 
reports of ‘‘crushing”’ and 
Italian 
northern front. Nevertheless, 
from Addis Ababa tends, in some measure, 
to reinforce the Italian bulletins on the 
events of the last few days; and it is 
certain that a fierce battle, in which the 
Italian forces have proved victorious, has

been fought at Lake Ashangi, seven miles 
north of Ouoram, and some 250 miles from 
Addis Ababa. The story goes that the 
Abyssinian generals battle 
against the orders of the Negus, who had 


opened the 


instructed them to confine themselves to 
guerilla tactics. Their disobedience has 
led, after four days’ fighting, to a severe 
defeat—though not, perhaps, to the rout 
which one would deduce from Marsha! 
Badoglio’s news services. ‘‘ This decisive 
defeat,” says a military observer with the 
Italian Army, “ has lost the Abyssinian 
Army the northern front. It has now 
given the Italian High Command the 
opportunity of putting into effect a com- 
pleted plan for the future.” Whether 
Marshal Badoglio will be able to take 
advantage of that opportunity depends on 
many factors—including the rains, which 
are due to begin at any moment—but it 
is, apparently, true that he has occupied 
Quoram, which possesses great strategic 
importance as the beginning of the 
“motor road” to Dessie and Addis 
Ababa. We cannot readily believe that 
the Ethiopian Army has been demoralised 
so completely as is suggested, and there is 
manifestly no truth in the tale of the 
Emperor’s telegram to the Empress: 
“There is nothing left for you but to 
pray for me.” The Abyssinians are a 
warlike and a resilient people, and it is a 
long way from Quoram to Addis Ababa. 
Even without the impending rains and the 
possibility—small though it seems—of 
trouble from the League of Nations, 
Marshal Badoglio still would have to face 
an almost insuperable task. 

Yet, for all the difficulties of the Italian 
advance, the plight of Abyssinia becomes 
graver every day. On Saturday Addis 
Ababa was attacked for the first time by 
Italian aeroplanes. No great damage was 
done; but, now that the Italians have 
found their way to the capital, they are 
almost certain to return with bombs and 
poison gas. Their new use of poison gas, 
indeed, seems to be marking a turning 
point im the war; for that is virtually the 
sole weapon against which the Abyssinians 
cannot hope to protect themselves. Com- 
plaint has been made to the League con- 
cerning its use, in defiance of the Geneva 
Protocol, but we doubt very much if any 
protest from the League will dissuade the 
Italians—and we doubt if any protest 


| would be desirable. When once a war 


has begun it is futile to expect that a 
belligerent will limit himself to ‘‘civilised ” 
weapons. When once a war has begun 
the only concern of either belligerent is 
to win it with the utmost possible speed, 
and to that end he will use any weapon 
available—the more deadly the better. If 
the League of Nations had taken a united 
and honourable stand against Italy’s 
invasion of Abyssinia, there would have 


been no war, and there would have been

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time to stop war is before it has begun. 
When once hostilities have opened a nation 
regards their prosecution as a matter of 
national honour, and lethal weapons will 
be approved or disapproved only according 
to the degree of their destructiveness. We 
think, therefore, that the League will act 
foolishly. if it tries to remonstrate with 
Italy upon her use of poison gas. The 
only just and effective course will be to 
admit that so far it has acted with 
criminal dilatoriness, and at once to 
impose such sanctions upon Italy as will 
force her to conclude peace and to with- 
draw from Ethiopia without further 
delay. To protest against this or that 
breach of this or that convention would 
be merely to acknowledge the justice of 
Italy’s whole campaign. 

While the destructive campaign proceeds 
the League continues its policy of delay. 
The Committee of Thirteen—in other 
words, all the members of the League 
Council, with the exception of Italy— 
proposes to meet on Wednesday “to 
consider means of ending the Italo 
Abyssinian campaign.” Evidently any 
question of sanctions is ‘‘ off the map”’ 
for the present. The Committee, as it 
seems, hopes to arrange peace talks between 
the two combatants; and there is a possi- 
bility that Sefior Madariaga, its president, 
will visit Rome to hear Signor Mussolini’s 
views on the subject. This is the coward’s 
way out of a dangerous dilemma. A 
unanimous vote of the League has con- 
demned Italy’s aggression ; yet to-day the 
League’s professed object—or so it seems— 
is to arrange for so-called peace talks 
which can benefit only the [Italian 
aggressors. According to this morning’s 
news, Signor ‘Mussolini actually has de- 
manded that the League shall do nothing 
more than bring the combatants together 
for negotiation, and that, having effected 
this introduction, it shall retire modestly 
into the background, and allow the Duce 
to press his intolerable demands upon the 
Ethiopians. We trust that the League 
will do no such thing. It knows perfectly 
well that Italy will not put a voluntary 
end to the war except upon terms to which 
the Abyssinians could not possibly agree. 
These proposals for peace talks, we fear, 
will be accepted by Signor Mussolini only 
in so far as they will provide him with 
a breathing-space wherein to consolidate 
his gains in Ethiopia, and to advance a 
little further without fear of punishment 
by the League. There is only one course 
which Geneva may adopt with honour. 
She must reassert her original condemna- 
tion of Italy, and she must embark at 
once upon the punitive measures which are 
the due of any nation that offends against 
the ub First, 
impose the delayed oil sanction; later, 


ague Covenant. she must 
if an oil sanction does not prove a sufficient 
deterrent to the Italians, she must take 
any further steps that may be necessary. 
Only so can the prestige and authority of 
the League be maintained.

Poulaphouca

reminder of the scheme’s importance. To 
most people it will seem the only logical 
solution to Dublin’s growing need for 
electricity and water. As regards elec- 
tricity supply, it is cheaper and better 


‘than an extension of the Shannon scheme, 


while the fact that it could be used also 
as a reservoir for Dublin®puts its value 
almost beyond argument. The scheme, of 
course, is bound to be adopted sooner or 
later, and it is a pity that the Department 
of Finance and the Electricity Supply 
Board have not yet been able to come to 
a decision which would enable it to be 
adopted’ at once. As matters stand, the 
Corporation has been forced to take other 
steps to ensure a proper water supply to 
the city, and the great sum of money 
which it is about to spend on additional 
pipe-lines from Roundwood might well 
have been spared if the merits of the 
‘* Griffith-Moynihan-Kettle’’ scheme had 
been admitted in the past. These measures, 
however well they may relieve the urgent 
needs of the moment, cannot be more than 
temporary, and we hope that soon some 
agreement will be reached which will solve 
the problem once and for all. We assume 
that the Poulaphouca scheme is going to 
go forward, and Saturday’s visitors to the 
site were given some idea of its appear- 
ance when completed. An enormous 
mountain lake—three times the size of 
the Phoenix Park, and far greater than 
any of the existing reservoirs—will be 
created by the building of a short dam. 
This most valuable work will give em- 
ployment to hundreds of men over a long 
period; and, for the results obtained, it 
will be one of the cheapest and most 
efficient schemes that can be imagined. 
It will enable Dublin’s present water 
supply to be more than doubled, and will 
also provide all the power that the 
Electricity Supply Board is likely to need. 
From the point of view of amenities, the 
district will suffer no damage. Most of 
the land which will be flooded is poor in 
quality, and only a few small farms will 
be involved. The proposed lake, indeed, 
hardly can be called “‘ artificial” in any 
real sense of the term; for it is evident 
that the whole district once was a lake, 
and the new plan will only restore it to 
its original condition. The scenery will 
not be spoiled, unless the land around the 
lake is allowed to be developed in the 
haphazard way which already has become 
such a feature of building enterprise in 
Dublin, We hope that this aspect of the 
situation will be carefully watched when 
the time comes; for the new lake will be 
a valuable asset from more than one point 
of view, ahd its advantages as a pleasure 
resort must be borne in mind as well as 
its commercial uses. 
Fashions in Foods 

At the opening of the new 

creameries in Newry the Northern Minister 
of Agriculture prophesied a return to 
popularity of cream, which now is “a 


luxury article purchased only by the well- 
to-do.” “The milk pudding,” said Sir 


Basil Brooke, “is rapidly disappearing 


from the diet of our town and Ulster! 


workers. Porridge is suffering the same | 
fate, and breakfast cereals have not 
altogether taken its place. Into the diet of 
our public is coming to an ever-increasing 
extent: fruit, and nothing goes better with 
fruit, breakfast cereals or porridge than 
cream. I venture to think, therefore, that 
the market for cream is unlimited, and 
that, with proper organisation, it should 
be possible to make cream an every-day 
article in the households of our town and 
urban workers.” In these observations 
of the Minister, “ proper organisation ”’ 
is the operative phrase; for without 
proper organisation it is an uphill task to 
revolutionise the public taste. With proper 
organisation, however, the public taste 
may be induced to perform the most un- 
expected manceuvres, and manceuvres 
highly profitable to the skilful advertiser ; 
but in this matter of fashion in food there 
always is a third element to be considered. 
The public itself, without encouragement, 
may decide to eat nothing but winkles, 
or fried ham, or anything else, and the 
profits then go to the merchant who adapts 
his own supplies to the public demand. 
In the Free State a few years ago lager 
beer was given but the briefest considera- 
tion when the time came to answer the 
sweetest sound on earth; but now this 
form of healer is enjoying widespread 
popularity. Grapefruit, once upon a 
time, was listed with cheese savouries as 
a suitable food for breakfast; and now 
there is no holding the grapefruit break- 
fasters. We fear, however, that the solid 
worth of any given foodstuff now has little 
influence upon the eating public; and, if 
Sir Basil Brooke would swell the sales of 
cream to levels at present unforeseen, he 
must invent a “slogan” that possibly 
may be incorporated in the lines of a new 
song. 


Sacrilege 


A time there was, and that not so long 
ago, in which the people oi Ireland were 
notable among other nations as people to 
whom the dead body of a friend—and often 
of an enemy—was a tliing of reverence.

A new time appears to have come, how- 
ever, in which respect for the dead is no 
longer a characteristic of our people; for 
a study of the news reports of the 
week’s end suggests that the days of 
‘‘ goode-manner and chivalrie’’ are no 
longer with us. On Friday last there was 
brought to Glasnevin Cemetery the dead 
body of an infant for interment. The 
hearse that carried the tiny burden had 
travelled from the South Dublin Union, 
and the body itself was nameless, so that 
it cannot be said that the cortége was one 
of imposing greatness. Yet, when the 
time came to commit the body to the 
ground, the gravediggers refused to ply 
their implements, and, as a result, the 
burial could not take place. This 
occurrence, we regret to learn, is a sequel 
to a dispute between the trade union that 
numbers gravediggers among its sub- 
scribers and the Dublin Union itself; and 
the why and wherefore of it all concern 
the rights and wrongs of carpentry and 
coffin-making by, or not by, trade union 
labour. In this incident, so far as it went, 
the trade union won. We doubt, however, 
if trade union regulations have ever 
previously been held to give the right to 
members to gainsay Him Who said:

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REST FOR EASTER

PERIOD of rest is hoped for in 
diplomatic circles during the Easter 
holidays, so that the countries concerned 
in the international crisis will have time 
to consider peace proposals in a calmer 
atmosphere. Paris sent Mr. Anthony 
Eden a suggestion that there should be a 
meeting of the Locarno Powers in Brussels 
during this week, but the Foreign Secretary 
has negatived the proposal for a formal 
gathering, though he has allowed it to be 
understood that he has no objection to a 
private discussion between representatives 
of the Locarno Powers at Geneva, where 
he will be for the meeting of the Com- 
mittee of Thirteen. The attitude of the 
Government on this point is that the time 
is not ripe tor an official conference, since 
the preliminary conversations are still far 
from complete. The wisdom of this is 
shown in the fact that the French Govern- 
ment hag been preparing a series of 
counter-proposals in answer to those sub- 
mitted by Herr Hitler, and these are to 
be placed before the French Cabinet to- 
morrow. It is said that these proposals 
revive the plan of providing the League - 
of Nations with a modern army, to be 
maintained on a war footing, the greater 
Powers to contribute three or four army 
corps and the lesser one corps apiece. 
This scheme is unlikely to receive favour- 
able consideration by any of the Powers. 
the difficulties attendant on the mainten- 
ance of such an army being obvious to 
all, and it will probably share the fate 
of the proposal to set up an international! 
air force, which was launched some years 
ago. 


Women's Salaries 


To-morrow will see another debate in 
the House of Commons on the inter- 
national situation, when an opportunity 
of discussing Herr Hitler’s latest pro- 
posals, with the statement made by Mr. 
Eden on Friday last, will be afforded 
members, who are greatly concerned over 
the position of affairs. It is hoped that 
the Prime Minister will break the silence 
he has maintained of late on foreign 
affairs, and not leave the burden of the 
debate to rest upon the shoulders of Mr. 
Eden. As at present intended, Sir Austen 
Chamberlain and Mr. Winston Churchi]! 
will take part in the discussion, which 
will last about four hours. This debate 
will be preceded by the further debate and 
vote on the question of equal pay for men 
and women in the Civil Service, according 
to grade. This demand of the Labour 
Party is resisted by the Government, and 
Mr. Baldwin will make this perfectly clear, 
claiming. that the women are adequately 
paid. The vote of last Wednesday against 
the Government on this question will be 
rescinded, as the matter will be made one 
of confidence. 


Budget Prospects 


The Imperial Parliament will adjourn 
on Thursday for the Easter holidays, and 
will meet again on Tuesday, April 21. 
when the Chancellor of the Exchequer will 
introduce his Budget. Revenue prospects 
for the coming year are looked upon as 
favourable, but, in the circumstances, it is 
most unlikely that Mr. Chamberlain will 
be able to make any remission of taxation. 
The great -schemes for national defence 
expansion will involve heavy expenditure 
quite apart from any loan likely to be 
raised, since maintenance costs, which 
must be borne out of revenue, are bound 
to grow, and the money will have to be 
found by taxetion. 


Italy Victorious 


In military circles it is the opinion that 
the war in Abyssinia is nearly ended, inas- 
much as the Emperor has no further 
reserves to put in the field, while his 
defeated and discouraged troops are at the 
mercy of the Italian aeroplanes. The 
Emperor has made a brave stand against 
overwhelming forces, but repeatedly he 
has been the victim of his own generals, 
who, refusing to obey him by conserving 
their armies for guerilla warfare, have 
thrown their men away by massed attacks 
on Italian armies, supported by tanks, 
machine-guns and light artillery. It is 
thought that Abyssinia must soon sue for 
peace, when Signor Mussolini will be in a 
position to dictate his own terms. The 
Committee of Thirteen, which was 
appointed by the Council of the League 
of Nations to discuss possible peace pro- 
posals, is to meet at Geneva to take stock 
of the situation, but there is a feeling that 
Italy will take little heed of any con- 
clusions the Committee may reach, but 
make peace as she pleases. The British 
Government will do all that it can to 
bring about an end to the fighting, but in 
present circumstances that is not much. 
During the past week there has been talk 
of imposing further sanctions on Italy, 
but it is generally recognised now that 
such talk is foolish, and that the sooner 


peace can be achieved the better for every- 
body. 


The Anglo-Danish Pact 


There are likely to be developments this 
week with regard to the negotiations 
which have been carried on through the 
usual diplomatic channels for the renewa! 
of the Anglo-Danish trade agreement. It 
became known in London yesterday that 
the Danish Government had made an offer 
the effect of which will be to increase the 
import licences for British goods by sixty 
thousand pounds. Details of the offer are 
not yet known, and much will depend 
upon the classes of goods to which the 
import licences are to apply. The offer 
will be considered by the Board of Trade 
As soon as the full text is received, but 
the offer is disappointingly small, and will 
be insufficient to satisfy the machinery, 
footwear, and textile industries, which 
were hoping for a considerable expansion 
of trade with Denmark. The present pact 
expires on June 20, so that there is still 
time for the Board of Trade to insist upon 
more favourable terms. 


Potato Prices 


In the first week of the removal of the 
duty of £1 per ton on imported potatoes 
the wholesale price has declined to 5s. per 
ton in consequence of arrivals from several 
Continental countries, rticularly from 
Holland and Spain. mports from the 
Irish Free State are expected to increase — 
in the next few weeks, though the Govern- 
ment’s export bounty has n removed.

HOW THE 


BATTLE OF LAKE 


ASHANGI WAS LOST 


From THE Press AssociaTION 
CORRESPONDENT WITH THE ITALIAN 
NORTHERN ARMIES. 


ASMARA, Sunday. 


“The Negus lost the battle of Lake 
Ashangi because his Generals disobeyed 
his commands and attacked.’” This 
message was telephoned to me from the 
Italian General Headquarters by an au 
thoritative military observer after the 
rout of the Imperial Guard. 

The Negus had given his Rases express 
orders, he said, to confine themselves to 
guerilla tactics and take advantage of the 
Italians’ difficulties in taking up each 
new position as they advanced. “‘ Instead, 
they refused to retire, and allowed them- 
selves to be drawn into immediate contact 
with us. From this moment the Negus’s 
fate was sealed. It allowed us to crush 
them and beat them completely. 

“ It was the same fatal mistake made 
by other Abyssinian Armies in the Tembien 
and the Shire. This decisive defeat,’’ he 
added, “ has lost the Abyssinian Army 
the Northern Front." 


START OF THE BATTLE 


The Italian Alpine Divisions, with their 
knowledge of mountaineering and their 
wonderful agility in scaling Abyssinia’s 
dificult ridges, bringing heavy artillery 
up after ther, may be said to have won 
the battle of Lake Ashangi for the 
Italians, 

The battle was the fiercest the Italians 
have yet had to fight. It began on 
Tuesday, and it was not till Saturday 
afternoon that the issue was finally estab- 
lished beyond doubt. The Negus’s troops, 
40,000 strong, were led by the King him- 
self. Against iaem were 20,000 Italians 
of the First Army Corps, the native Army 
Corps and the Alpine and Savoy Divisions. 

The Abyssinians were the first to attack. 
They hurled themselves on Tuesday morn- 
ng at the Italian positions behind the 
ake, and a fierce hand-to-hand battle 
followed, lasting four days. It was only 
on Friday that the Imperial Guard were 
finally repulsed. They retreated in good 
order, however, and took up positions on 
the heights of the next ridge running 
parallel with the lake. Only a narrow 

lley separated the opposing armies, but 

was a veritable “ valley of death,”’ 

fyingly precipitous and covered with 
half-hidden boulders, trees and dense 
undergrowth. 


ITALIAN OFFENSIVE 


It was the Italians’ turn now to take 
the offensive. Their main body attacked 
southwards down into this valley, while 
the Alpine division broke out to the right 
with the object of gaining a commanding 
position from which to help the main 
advance with flanking fire. 

The Native Army Corps at the same time 
began an encircling movement to the left. 
designed to outflank the enemy entirely 
and cut off their rear. The Alpinis, 
climbing the rocky crags with amazing 
speed, soon captured the village of 
Chessad-Ezba and a commanding positi.n 
on a ridge to the left of the Abyssinians. 
\s soon as they were firmly established 
they hauled up pieces of heavy Italian 
artillery, and proceeded to bombard the 
Abyssinian positions, riddling them the 
while with machine-gun fire. 

At the same time the whole of the avail- 
able Italian Air Force in this sector, total- 
ling over 150 machines, was brought into 
action. Under cover of this double fire 
from the air and from the flank, the 
Italian main force began to fight their way 
doggedly through the valley and up the 
slopes to the Abyssinian positions. 


FINAL ONSLAUGHT 


At this moment the Native Army Corps, 
which had set out with the object of en- 
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Falcone, who holds the world record for 
flying upside-down. 

Falcone with his companion sighted two 
Ethiopian ‘planes on the flying field out- 
side the capital. Swooping low, the 
Italians. who had no bombs, aimed burst 
after burst of machine-gun fire at the 
‘planes, finally setting alight the petrol 
tank and destroying both "planes. 


“ PROPAGANDA ” 


ADDIS ABABA, Sunday. 

“ Malicious, lying propaganda,’ was 
the comment made by M. Herouy, the 
Abyssinian Foreign Minister to-day, in 
emphatically denying the Italian report 
that the Empress had received a message 
from the Negus saying, after his defeat at 
Lake Ashangi, “ There is nothing left for 
you but to pray for me.” 
’ Jt is also denied that the Emperor is 
fleeing to Dessie. The Abyssinian Govern- 
ment flatly denies that the Emperor 
intends to sue for peace or to abdicate. 


APPEAL FOR FUNDS 

Behind a circular letter sent out from 
the Ethiopian Legation in London yester- 
day appealing for a private loan in aid 
of Abyssinian defence and signed by Dr. 
Martin, the Ethiopian Minister in London, 
lies the stern necessity for a supply of 
aeroplanes for the Abyssinian Army to 
combat Italian air raids. 

When the embargo on arms and 
munitions was raised, the Abyssinians 
found themselves up against an embargo 
on the raising of foreign loans. In order 
to surmount the difficulty Dr. Martin has 
issued the present appeal. 

“We have already had an offer of 
twelve aeroplanes. If we can get 100,000 
subscribers at £10 each we can raise & 
million in a month,” an official of the 
Ethiopian Legation told a reporter yester- 
day. 

The circular letter draws attention to 
the ‘“‘ dire and urgent necessity’’ which 
had forced the appeal, and states that the 
appeal had been delayed in the hope of 
the effective intervention of the League. 
It urges the necessity for enabling 
Ethiopians to save themselves from being 
slaughtered. 


PURSUIT OF PEACE 


— 


AN OFFER FROM ITALY 


Ttaly has offered to send a delegate to 
Geneva to discuss the opening of peace 
talks after Easter, says Reuter. Certainly 
no serious negotiations between the two 
belligerents are to be expected before the 
holiday. 

League circles are not very hopeful con- 
cerning the peace prospects at the moment. 
The sky is clouded by the bitterness sur- 
rounding the question of the alleged use 
of poison gas by the Italian armies in 
Abyssinia, 

This also was on the agenda of Wednes- 
day’s meeting, but, according to a report 
issued at Geneva, the Italian Government 
declines to admit that the Committee is 
competent todeal with it, Sefior Madariago 
had asked Rome for explanations of this 
charge. 

The Italian Government, says the report, 
declares that, “‘while it is anxious to

MIXED AUDIENCE IN 
MANSION HOUSE 


———

AA: people who were in the Mansion 

House on Saturday night went there 
from a sense of curiosity ; others, no doubt, 
were attracted by the novelty of hearing 
speakers of such wide diversity of view 
as Miss Mary MacSwiney and Mr. Frank 
MacDermot; some may have been 
genuinely interested to hear a debate on 
the merits or demerits of a sovereign 
Republic for Ireland; and there were 
certainly not a few who expected to get a 
‘* thrill ” out of it. One woman on meet- 
ing a friend at the crowded box-office was 
heard to remark: “ I wonder will there 
be any excitement here,’’ and the prompt 
reply was, “ I hope so!” The idea of such 
possibilities was increased when one 
entered the Round Room and found 
numerous uniformed young women wear- 
ing the Red Cross badge, complete with 
first aid equipment; but as things turned 
out the proceedings were completely 
orderly, and those who expected ‘‘scenes’’ 
were disappointed. 

Whether the occasion was simply, as has 
been alleged, a “ stunt ” to raise funds for 
the Republican Party, or whether it’ was 
intended genuinely to debate the desira- 
bility of a Republic as the best form of 
government for the country, it has to be 
admitted that it brought together an 
audience as remarkable and as diverse as 
was the array of speakers. While the 
frankly Republican element probably pre- 
dominated, one noticed among the 
audience—which filled the Round Room— 
citizens of almost every type of politics, 
as well as many who never have been 
associated with any party or group. 


PERSONALITIES 


The Hon. Frank Pakenham, whose book, 
“Peace by Ordeal,’’ published last year, 
was, no doubt, a major attraction. Miss 
MacSwiney, who made history during the 
Treaty debates in 1921, when she spoke for 
two hours and a half, was also a per- 
sonality whom many desired to see and 
hear. Mr. MacDermot and Mr. MacBride 
are both better known in the political 
arena, and the common knowledge of the 
dissimilarity of their convictions lent an 
air of piquancy to their appearance on the 
same platform. 

The audience rose splendidly to the 
unique occasion. The Chairman (Mr. 
Art O’Connor) was brief and to the 
point. He asked that the speakers should 
get a fair hearing, and in doing so said 
that applause might be bestowed as 
liberally as the individual listeners might 
feel disposed. It should be said that 
throughout the three hours that the debate 
lasted full advantage was taken of this 
permission. Every point made by the 
various speakers was intelligently 
recognised, and applauded by those to 
whom it appealed, and when they dis- 
approved there was silence. Throughout 
there was no interruption and no note of 
dissent. This, for an Irish political 
gathering, in which were represented views 
as far apart as the poles, was in itself 
remarkable. At times one was tempted to 
compare the tolerance exhibited with what 
would happen in similar circumstances in 
the Dail, and certainly not to the advan- 
tage of the latter. 


THE RESULT 

What, it might be asked, was achieved 
by the debate? This is the disappointing 
aspect of the occasion. The proposition 
was: “ That only a Sovereign Republic, 
having no connection with the British 
Empire, will satisfy the aspirations of the 
Iris ople.”” Both Miss MacSwiney and 
Mr. MacBride prefaced their contributions 
with the assertion that the Republic could 
not be called in question; that that and 
no other form of Government must be the 
ultimate aim. That being the case there 
was little to be gained. Neither Mr. 
Pakenham’s plea for ‘‘ external associa- 
tion,’’ nor Mr. MacDerinot’s picture of 
the advantages of remaining within the 
British Commonwealth of Nations had any 
effect. Republicanism, it is true, got a 
fine opportunity of advertising itself before 
an audience, such as it could hardly have 
got together under other circumstances, 
and judging by the numbers who paid for 
admission it must have secured a sub- 
stantial accession to its funds.

HITLER PEACE PLAN NOT 
ACCEPTABLE

HE Locarno meeting of Britain, 
France, Italy and Belgium to discuss 
Chancellor Hitler's reply to their proposals 
is to be held this week in Geneva. The 
British, Italian and Belgian Governments 
have informed France of their willingness 
to take advantage of the meeting there 
of the Committee of Thirteen to hold this 
smaller conference. 

Wednesday will be largely, if no 
wholly, devoted to the Committee’s dis- 
cussions on the next step to end the 
Italo-Abyssinian war. It is expected that 
on the following day, Thursday—they 
cannot meet before, as M. van Zeeland, 
the Belgian Foreign Minister, is unable 
to reach Geneva by Wednesday—the 
Locarno Powers, minus Germany, will 
start their deliberations on Germany s 
counter proposals, 

M. Flandin, the French Foreign 
Minister, and his experts have been busy 
all day to-day working out their ideas 
for a comprehensive reply to Herr Hitler's 
proposals. This will be submitted for 
approval to the Council of Ministers to- 
morrow afternoon. 


NOT UNCOMPROMISING 

It is understood that this French 
memorandum as a whole will not be un- 
compromising in its attitude. It does, 
however, after referring to the rejection by 
Germany of the proposal to establish an 
international zone in the Rhineland, 
apparently propose the putting into effect 
of the letter annexed to the agreement of 
March 19th, and addressed by the British 
Cabinet to Paris and Brussels. This is 
the letter in which the British Govern- 
ment undertakes that it “ will imme- 
diately come to the assistance of your 
Government in accordance with the Treaty 
of Locarno: in respect of any measures 
which ‘shall be jointly decided upon.” 

This promise was only to come into 
effect after conciliation had failed—and 
Britain denies that it has yet failed. 

It is understood that the conversations 
of the Military Staffs of Britain, France 
and Belgium will begin in London on 
Wednesday. 

The French view is that they cannot 
allow Herr Hitler’s peace plan to be 
accepted, as its basis is a German dictator- 
ship of European peace. This, it is con- 
sidered here, would lead to eventual war 
or a German domination of Europe,

FORECAST OF FRENCH 
REPLY 


i The following forecast of the three main 
lines of the reply has been published :— 

1. A reply, point by point, to Herr 
Hitler's attack on French foreign policy 
since the War. It will be argued that 
France has remained true to President 
Wilson’s fourteen points, that her policy 
has been in no wise directed at the 
encirclement of Germany, and that the 
Franco-Soviet pact is entirely compatible 
with the Locarno agreements. 

2. This part of the document is expected 
to be designed for the consideration of the 
Locarno Powers and to deal exclusively 
with the questions arising out of the 
German reoccupation of the demilitarised 
zone. Opposition to the building of forti- 
fications in the demilitarised zone becomes 
the main plank in France’s policy for the 
immediate future. 

5. A French plan for future world peace 
which, contrary to Herr Hitler’s pro 
posals, will be based on the principle of 
collective security in the east as well a 
in the west.

FOOD AND DEFENCE

The Times observes in a leading article 
to-day:—Questions in the House of 
Commons have shown that an increasing 
number of members are becoming uneasy 
over the question of food supplies in time 
of war. This uneasiness is widely shared. 
It arises from no panic apprehension of 
immediate peril to the peace of this 
country, but from a general feeling that 
while preparations are being made for the 
increase of military security, and there- 
with for the furtherance of a confident and 
constructive peace policy, common-sense 
requires that other reasonable precautions 
shall not be neglected. The privations 
and anxieties of 1914-18 are not forgotten. 
There were times when the country was 
brought almost within sight of defeat by 
the interference of submarines and surface 
raiders with the transport of food from 
our overseas sources of supply. A nation, 
no less than an Army, fights on its 
stomach, and the war showed us that what 
Great Britain has to fear most in any 
future conflict is the possibility of being 
starved into submission. No scheme of 
defence can be at all adequate which does 
not provide again that danger. 

The Times refers to the fact that in 
spite of the ample storage capacity, the 
reserve stock of wheat held in this country 
has been allowed to sink to a level which 
in time of war would be dangerously low; 
while on the other side of the Atlantic 
there is a great surplus stock held inCanada, 
ruining farmers by its depressing effect 
upon prices, and in British ports employ- 
ment is hard to find for tramp steamers, 
one of whose primary functions is to bring 
grain to these islands from the producing 


countries overseas, and it adds: There are , 


objections, of course, to the buying and 
holding of wheat or any other commodity 
by the Government, but since a common 
interest is at stake, are there no induce- 
ments likely to encourage the Canadian 
Wheat Board to transfer part of its 
surplus to this country? The cost of such 
an operation need not be prohibitive, 
while the maintenance of a reserve stock 
in Great Britain adequate for some weeks’ 
supply would mitigate the danger of a 
dearth, at the same time steadving the 
market to the benefit of Canadian and 
other producers. What applies to wheat 
applies in varying degrees to other 
essential commodities, the maintenance of 
adequate stocks of which is a vital part of 
any defence scheme for a country com- 
pelled to rely upon imports for its food 
and raw materials.

SOLVING DUBLIN'S 
PROBLEM 


HARNESSING OF 
THE LIFFEY 


AMENITIES OF 
POULAPHOUCA 


HAT is tegarded as an important 
step towards the project which will 
provide for the citizens of Dublin ample 
supplies of water for the future was taken 
on Saturday afternoon, when a party, 
numbering upwards of one hundred, 
visited the district embraced in the sug- 
gested catchment area under the proposed 
Liffey hydro-electric scheme. 
The outing was organised under the 
auspices of the Dublin and Wicklow 
Mountains Planning Movement, in associa- 
tion with An Oige (the Youth Movement), 
and the party, which was joined by a 
number of private motor cars, left 
O’Connell street in three Great Southern 
Railways’ coaches, and proceeded first to 
Blessington and thence, after a short halt, 
to Burgage River, where they entered the 
grounds of Baltiboys House, and had their 
first view of the great tract of country- 
side in which it is hoped there will spring 
up a series of new inland lakes. 
Mr. T. Morgan Good, Chairman of the 
movement, said that they .were not 
primarily concerned with either electricity 
or water supply problems. They proceeded 
on the assumption that the long-projected 
Poulaphouca water and electricity scheme 
had become inevitable, and they could see 
no other solution to Dublin’s extremely 
urgent water supply problem, nor could 
they imagine any better source than the 
Liffey as a means of augmenting elec- 
tricity supplies from both the Shannon 
and Pigeon House. They were concerned, 
not with the engineering aspects of the 
scheme, but with preserving and develop- 


ing the natural beauties surrounding 
them. 


5,000-ACRE LAKE 


They believed that the new 5,000-acre 
lake should be, and was destined to be, 
the pivotal point of an entirely new 
development in the public health and 
recreation facilities of Greater Dublin, 
New industrial, as well as residential, 
prospects, were bound to be opened up 
over the whole hillside district, stretchin 

from the city through Tallaght onl 
Saggart to Blessington, when that route 
and its surrounding areas were furnished 
with adequate supplies of water and 
electric current. 

They further suggested that areas, lying 
so far apart as Malahide and Celbridge, 
Lucan, Newbridge and Naas, would enter 
upon a new and more prosperous era, with 
aqueducts and pipe-lines penetrating areas 
now dependent on wells and pumps. 

Linking up these possibilities with the 
force of modern transport they suggested 
that much depended on the proper applica- 
tion of the new Town and Regional Plan- 
ning Act to the whole district. In that 
connection they were happy to have the 
co-operation of Mr. F. C. Mears, the well- 
known planning expert; Mr. Edward M, 
Murphy, whose knowledge of water supply 
was unsurpassed; and of Mr. Fergus 
Ryan, one of Dublin’s most competent 
architects.

They would properly be surprised if he 
failed to refer to the grand old man, to 
whose civic spirit and unrivalled authority 
as an engineer that visit could be traced., 
In Sir John Griffith Dublin possessed an 
asset which few communities could feel 
proud of. Full of years and wisdom, he 
was still young enough to be active to-day, 
and to see visions and dreams of which the 
youngest among them might feel envious. 

Mr. Good also said that the presence of 
representatives of An Oige (the Youth 
Movement), of the Board of Fisheries Con- 
servators, as well as members of the 
Oireachtas and of local authorities, was an 
indication of the interests to which Poula« 
phouca’s possibilities made special appeal, 

Mr. P. Belton, T.D., said that the pro: 
posed scheme would cost half a million 
pounds, and would give them an increased 
supply of 22,000,000 gallons of water a 
day. The Corporation had lost no time 
in implementing the scheme, and whatever 
delays there had been were not the fault 
of the Dublin Corporation. The scheme 
was now going ahead, though to his mind 
not rapidly enough, and there were still 
deiays that were unpardonable. 

The Lord Mayor of Dublin (Alderman 
Byrne, T.D.) said that, if agreement could 
be reached between the Corporation and 
the Electricity Supply Board, the scheme 
could be started to-morrow. By this 
scheme they would be safeguarding the 
citizens for all time against a water 
scarcity, and at the same time would pro- 
vide employment for anything from six 
hundred to a thousand of the unemployed. 
He thought that the Government should 
intervene, and by a subsidy bridge the gap 
between what the Corporation said would 
meet their requirements and what the 
Electricity Supply Board said would meet 
their requirements. The difference was 
about £70,000, and the Government could 
advance that as a means of taking a 


thousand men off the list of the unem- 
ployed. 


WATER SHORTAGE 


Senator E. Duggan said that, as Chair- 
man of the Coastal Borough, which took 
its water supply from Dublin, he was 
interested in the project, because durin 
the last year places like Dalkey an 
Killiney were left without water supply 
at periods, 

Mr. A. Delap said that the work could 
be started to-morrow if the difference 
between ihe Corporation and the Elec- 
tricity Supply Board could be settled.

á ee momentous discovery of a tomb of 
a nobléman of the First Dynasty, 
believed to be the earliest tomb in 
civilised Egyptian history yet found, is 
reported to. have been made at Sakkara, 
near the fainous: Step, Pyramid. ' 

The find, about which the Antiquities 
Department is maintaining the strictest 
silence, may. enable the compilation of 
data about the customs and mode of living 
of those who lived at the dawn of one of 
the world’s most famous civilisations. 

It is understood that the tomb is 
surrounded by numerous rooms, which are 
still intact, containing all kinds of imple- 
ments and utensils, dating back 5, to 
6,000 years ago. | 

The tomb itself, it is reported, has been 
rifled by robbers. 

It is recalled that the last important 
discoveries made at Sakkara necessitated 
the re-wrtiing of the first chapter of archi- 
tecture, since what were hitherto believed 
to be Doric columns of Greek inception, 
were found to date back 1,500 years 
earlier, and were, therefore, of ancient 
Egyptian sculpture. 

Sakkara, a village ten miles south of 
Cairo, is famous for its eleven pyramids. 
The so-called Step Pyramid ‘there is 
belieevd to have been built by Uenephes 
of the First Dynasty.

BRIGADIER-GENERAL E. 5.

The death of Brigadier-Genera] Edward 
‘Bidney Herbert, formerly of the Black 
Watch and the Egyptian Army, took place 
on Thursday last at his home, 12 Coleherne 
- Court, London, at the age of 69. Brigadier- 
General Herbert was the eldest son of Mr. 
Gustavus W. Herbert. J.P.. of County Cork, 
a member of the ancient Herbert family, of 
Muckross, County Kerry. He joined the 
Black Watch at the age of 21, was pro- 
moted Adjutant of the Ist Battalion five 
years later, and obtained his captaincy in 
1894. In 1898 he was attached to the 
Egyptian Army, in which he served with dis 
tinction, being present at the battles of the 
Atbara and Khartoum, and at the capture of 
the Khalifa.

_The question of the refusal of Glasnevin 
Cemetery grave-diggers to accept for burial 
the er of an infant because the coffin was 
not made by members of the Irish Transport 
and General Workers’ Union (Coffinmakers’ 
Section) was on Saturday the subject of a 
conference at the Ministry of Industry and 
Commerce between officials and a deputation 
of the union. 

It appears that the coffin in question was 
made by the joiners’ staff of St. Kevin's 
Hospital, Dublin, who are members of a 
recognised trade union, but not members of 
the new union of coffinmakers. The Board of 
Assistance always employed trade union 
labour, and coffins were made by their own 
joiners at a cost considerably less than the 
charges of the outside body. - 

The view of the Irish Transnort and 
General Workers’ Union is that coffin-making 
is not carpenters’ or joiners’ work, and 
should only be done by members of the Coffin- 
makers’ Section of the union. 

Following the conference the Irish Transport 
and General Workers’ Union has raised the 
ban on the interment of coffins from the 
Dublin Union, pending a further conference 
with the Board of Assistance, which will 
probably take place on Wednesday or Thurs- 
day. ‘The funeral will take place to Glasnevin 
Cemetery this morning at 10 o'clock.

MOVE by leading Unionist ratepayers 
A to secure the. appointment of-a Go- 

vernment official to. administer the 
affairs of the city and a decision of the Na- 
tionaliss members of the Corporation to 
secure counsel’s opinion on the proposals are 
the latest developments in the fight over the 
proposed re-organisation of the Londonderry 
electSral divisions. 

For a considerable time past many of the 
principal ratepayers in the city have heen 
urging the establishment. of the managerial 
system, as they contend thet the affairs of 
the city could be more suitably administered 
by a manager, while at the same time all the 
bitterness which has been created by the 
ward politicians would be eliminated. From 
a time almost beyond recollection there has 
been continuous strife between the two ele- 
ments in the city. Ordinarily it takes the 
form of wrangling over everyday matters, but 
when a big issue arises the religious element 
is brought in, and there is meessant recrim- 
nation and abuse. 

Owing to the bitterness that has heen 
caused by the changes under consideration 
it is possible that the Minister of Home 
Affairs may accede to the request to appoint 
a manager. The difficulty, however, is that 
such a decision on the part of the Govern- 
ment would mean the adoption of a new 
policy in local administration 


DO NOT WANT MANAGER 


The Nationalist elements are not in favour 
of such a proposal, as they believe the per- 
son a pointed would be influenced by the 
large Vinionist interests in the city. The 
party has decided not to attend any of the 
committee meetings of the Corporation in the 
present month, and will only. enter the 
Guildhall at the next public meeting, 
when their motion for rescinding 
Councillor Kerr’s resolution, which provides 
for the rearrangement of the voting wards, 
will come up for discussion. In the mean- 
time they are securing the opinion of leading 
counsel with a view to discovering if redress 
could be obtained in the Courts for what 
they are convinced is an injustice. 

At the meeting of the Derry Corporation, 
at which the Kerr resolution was discussed, 
Councillor Maxwell,.a young solicitor, who 
has been selected as the Nationalist advocate, 
stated that the Nationalists had fought the 
city elections on constitutional grounds and 
with constitutional methods. . Those methods 
had been left in their hands, useless, but 
there remained the unconstitutional methods. 
When 1 asked him to-day what were the un- 
constitutional methods to which he was re- 
ferring, Mr. Maxwell smiled and said: '' As 
far as Í am concerned, it will be a question 
for the people themselves what steps they will 
take.” When he was pressed on the point, 
he said: “‘ When I mentioned unconstitutional 
methods the Unionist members thought that 
I was referring to guns There are ‘other 
methods than that.” ‘“‘Do you mean that 
* supporters may use force?” I asked. 

e shook his head and replied: ' As far as 
I am concerned, I will never advocate the use 


re ge but 1 am speaking only for my- 
self. 


“ RELIGIOUS BIAS ” 


When it was suggested to him that the 
proposals were put forward in the interests 
of efficiency, Mr. Maxwell said that that was 
ridiculous. ‘It is quite obvious,” he said, 
“that the Unionists are actuated by religious 
bias. One result of it will be that whereas 
795 Protestants will have no representation 
if the scheme is carried into effect, 3,600 
Catholics also will have no representation. 
furthermore, while 450 Unionists in the town 
will be able to return one representative, it will 
take 1,000 Nationalists to return one candidate. 
We have been fighting against the present 
position’ for years, and the new scheme is 
going to make things worse. If the city 
were divided geometrically we would have 
control, no matter how that division was 
carried out. We have nine and a half 
thousand votes, while the Unionists have 
seven and a half, but if we had nineteen 
thousand the effect would be the same. In 
one ward the Unionists have a majority of 
only four hundred voters, and, if the present 
system of election was continued, in a few 
years’ time we should have control of it.” 

When he was asked if he did not think 
that the people who paid most of the rates 
should have the power of administration, Mr. 
Maxwell said that, when the Nationalists 
had been in power for three years, Sir Henry 
Miller, the own Clerk, had paid tribute 
to their work otf behalf of the citizens, and 
had pointed out that much of the bitterness 
had disappeared. They had reduced the 
tates, “‘ and while,” said Mr. Maxwell, “ we 
might not be able to do that now. we could 


carry out the work as efficiently as the pre- 
sent majority.’’ 


AGAINST LABOUR? 


“ We had far too many representatives. 
and the business required too much time.”’ 
This is the principal contention in favour of 
the re-organisation of the wards, as stated by 
Mr. James Marks, head of a big bacon- 
curing firm in. the city, when I saw him 
to-day. ‘‘ Sometimes,” he said. “it, takes 
half a day to get things done, even the most 
unimportant business. There is too much 

playing to the gallery. We wanted to 
have a system similar to that operating in 
Limerick or Cork. We want to get on the 
Conncil men who are business men. and who 
will not carry on a continuous wrangle about 
one thing or another. Several months ago 
we brought forward a proposal that the 
members on the committees be reduced, and 
we carried through business, which formerly 
occupied half a day, in abont half an hour. 

Ar. Marks said that their principal objec- 
tion was to Labour nominees securing a 
majority. There was no occasion for religious 
bitterness, but this seemingly had been 
brought into everything concerning the 
Londonde Corporation sg activities. The 
matter couid have been handled perhaps in 
a different way, and all the controversy 
might have been avoided if such had been 
the case. 

I was informed that the local branch of 
the Protestant Unionist League has entered 
the fight, a development which certainly will 
do nothing to allay the ill-feeling that exists 
at _the moment. Indeed, the prominent 
Unionist members on the Corporation regret 
this step, for the matter then will develop 
iuto an ugly squabble between the poorer 
classes in the city. Until the Minister's 
decision is known, however, there will be a 
period of comparative peace.
